MASSPIKE  PLANS  NEW  AUBURN  PARK  &  RIDE  LOT 


The  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Author- 
ity (MassPike)  advertised  for  bids  in 
August  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  120-space  parking  facility 
adjacent  to  Interchange  10  on  the 
turnpike  in  the  town  of  Auburn. 
Valued  at  $600,000,  the  project  is 
part  of  MassPike's  five-year  accel- 
erated reconstruction  and  im- 
provement program  for  the  turnpike 
and  its  facilities. 

"We  hope  this  new  commuter  parking 
lot  in  Auburn  will  encourage  ridesharing 
as  a  means  to  reduce  turnpike  traffic 
congestion  and  improve  air  quality 
and  traffic  flow,"  said  MassPike  Chair- 
man Allan  R.  McKinnon.  "We  are 
committed  to  managing  the  turnpike 
with  sensitivity  to  the  natural  environ- 
ment. Park  and  ride  lots  will  encourage 
commuters  to  'share  the  ride'  and  help  us 
to  achieve  these  goals,"  he  concluded. 


The  Auburn  park  and  ride  lot  will  be 
the  third  such  facility  established  by 
MassPike  in  the  past  three  years. 
MassPike  currently  operates  two  other 
park  and  ride  facilities  along  the  turn- 
pike: a  150-space  lot  at  Interchange 
11  in  the  town  of  Millbury,  and  a  90- 
space  lot  located  adjacent  to  Douglas 
Drug  on  Grafton  Street  in  the  city  of 
Worcester. 


PARK 
&  RIDE 


Parking  is  free  of  charge  for  turnpike 
patrons  who  car  pool,  van  pool,  or 
use  the  commercial  bus  service  avail- 
able at  these  sites.  In  addition  to  the 
120  parking  spaces,  the  new  lot  in 
Auburn  will  also  have  designated 
handicapped  parking  spots,  a  bike 
rack,  and  a  covered  bus  shelter.  Pro- 
visions are  being  made  for  bus  service  to 
also  be  available  at  the  Auburn  location. 

In  response  to  commuter  demand, 
MassPike  has  plans  to  build  other  park 
and  ride  sites  along  the  turnpike  in  its 
effort  to  provide  close  to  2,500  new 
spaces  between  West  Stockbridge  and 
Weston  by  1998. 

Park  and  ride  commuter  lots  are  just 
one  element  of  MassPike's  traffic 
management  program.  MassPike  also

MassPike  has  two  very  successful  park 
and  ride  facilities  in  Millhury  at  In- 
terchange 1 1 ,  and  in  Worcester  adja- 
cent to  Douglas  Drug  on  Grafton 
Street.  The  lots  have  free  parking  for 
bus,  car  pool,  and  van  pool  riders. 
Due  to  enormous  demand  for  more 
spaces,  Auhurn-area  commuters  can 
look  forward  to  a  brand  new  120- 
space  lot  in  1994,  located  adjacent  to 
Interchange  10.  Turnpike  commuters 
can  also  look  forward  to  mtire  park  and 
ride  locations  along  the  corridor, 
j  MassPike  anticipates  providing  close  to 
I   2,500  parking  spaces  by  1998. 


The  MassPike  Car  Pool  Pass  Program 
makes  commuting  on  the  turnpike 
less  expensive  and  more  convenient. 
With  the  pass  your  car  pool  group  can 
save  money  on  tolls,  enjoy  free  park- 
ing, and  take  advantage  of  a  dedi- 
cated toll  lane. 

What  Exactly  is  a  Car  Pool  ? 

A  car  pool  is  made  up  of  three  or  more 
people  commuting  by  car  any  day  of 
the  week,  any  time  of  day.  All  groups 
of  riders  using  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  are  eligible  to  participate. 
We  do  not  age  discriminate  -  so  even 
an  infant  in  a  car  seat  qualifies. 

How  Does  the  Program  Work  ? 

MassPike  has  eight  convenient  zones 
for  car  pool  pass  users  -  seven  on  the 
turnpike  and  an  eighth  zone  at  the 
tunnels.  Pick  a  zone  that  best  suits 
your  commuting  needs.  Then  apply 
for  a  car  pool  pass.  You  will  pay  a  one- 
time only  annual  fee  of  either  $25, 
$50,  or  $75,  depending  on  the  zone 
you  select  (see  chart  at  right  to  select 
the  car  pool  pass  zone  that  best  fits 
your  commute).  And  that  is  all  you 
will  pay  in  tolls  each  year. 


VAN  POOL  QROUP  QETS  MORE 

Every  day  for  the  past  three  years, 
Steve  Fogarty  and  a  group  of  14  other 
commuters  have  met  at  MassPike's 
park  and  ride  lots  in  Worcester  and 
Millbury  to  share  the  ride  to  Boston 
in  a  CARAVAN  Vanpool. 

Commuting  90  miles  round  trip  daily, 
Fogarty  says  his  group  has  found  a 
way  to  beat  the  high  cost  of  getting  to 
work.  Members  of  his  CARAVAN 
Vanpool  pay  only  $90  a  month  for 
their  commute. . .  a  big  savings  off  the 
cost  of  driving  alone.

The  group  saves  even  more  money  by 
participating  in  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority's  Car  Pool  Pass 
Program.

Paying  a  $75  annual  fee  for  a  car  pool 
pass,  each  member  of  the  group  saves 
over  $900  per  year  on  tolls  alone. 
"The  pass  pays  for  itself  in  about  a 
month  and  a  half,"  Fogarty  said.

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A  MESSAQE  FROM 
THE  CHAIRMAN 

MassPike's  essential  mission 
is  to  operate  and  maintain  a 
safe,  modern,  and  efficient 
transportation  network  in 
an  environmentally  sensi- 
tive way.  In  fulfilling  that 
mandate,  environmental 
responsibility  in  the  manage- 
ment and  operation  of  the 
turnpike  and  Sumner  and 
Callahan  Tunnels  will  continue  to  be  an  important 
element  of  an  integrated  transportation  policy. 

Since  the  "Initial  Turnpike"  ( that  portion  of  the  turnpike 
that  runs  from  the  New  York  state  line  to  Route  128) 
opened  to  traffic  in  1957,  the  number  of  vehicles  using 
the  turnpike  has  grown  tremendously. 

In  1958,  the  first  full  year  open  to  traffic,  10.9  million 
vehicles  used  the  Initial  Turnpike;  in  1992,  that  number 
was  69.4  million  -  an  increase  of  535  percent.  With  this 
growth  has  come  greater  periods  of  traffic  conges- 
tion and  associated  environmental  impacts.  As 
MassPike  Chairman,  I  am  completely  committed  to 
developing  creative  solutions  to  address  growth  in  traffic 
along  the  turnpike  and  at  the  tunnels. 

In  1988,  MassPike  made  a  historic  policy  decision  that  it 
would  not  pursue  a  costly  road  widening  program  to  ease 
congestion.  Instead,  we  decided  to  seek  solutions  that 
would  be  effective  from  both  a  financial  and  a  traffic 
management  perspective.  This  commitment  has  meant 
developing  and  implementing  more  efficient  ways  to  use 
the  highway  resources  to  accommodate  ever-increasing 
commuter,  tourist  and  commercial  traffic.  An  important 
component  of  this  strategy  has  been  the  development 
and  promotion  of  programs  and  facilities  to  encourage 
ridesharing  and  the  use  of  high-occupancy  vehicles. 

As  urban  traffic  demands  increase,  our  challenge  as  a 
transportation  agency  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  vehicles 
using  the  roadway  without  reducing  highway  access.  A 
multi-faceted  ridesharing  program  that  stresses  the  use  of 
high-occupancy  vehicles  can  help  to  achieve  that  goal. 
MassPike  has  a  long-standing  commitment  to  encourage 
the  use  of  ridesharing  and  the  use  of  high-occupancy 
vehicles  as  part  of  its  traffic  management  strategy.

Brighton  Interchange  which  is  operational  during  the  morning  and  evening 
rush  hours.  In  addition,  commuters  who  take  part  in  MassPike's  Car  Pool  Pass 
Program  receive  tremendous  cost  savings  when  traveling  on  the  turnpike  and 
through  the  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels.  The  program  currently  has  over 
1,500  passes  issued,  equaling  approximately  4,500  participants. 

The  contract  for  the  park  and  ride  lot  in  Auburn  has  recently  been  awarded  and 
the  lot  is  expected  to  open  to  the  public  in  early  1994.

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CAR  POOLING  AND  THE  CLEAN 
AIR  ACT:  MASSPIKE  RESPONDS 


Over  twenty  years  ago  in  1970,  the  federal  Clean  Air  Act  was  adopted 
to  respond  to  air  pollution  that  for  years  had  plagued  the  nation.  It 
established  nationwide  air  quality  standards  and  gave  both  the  federal 
government  and  the  states  regulatory  authority  to  reduce  emissions  of 
major  pollutants.  Today,  there  is  still  much  progress  to  be  made.  The 
1990  Clean  Air  Act  Amendments  list  specific  programs  that  states 
must  adopt,  with  non-compliance  resulting  in  the  loss  of  important 
federal  transportation  project  funds. 


While  Massachusetts  already  meets  the  federal  standards  for  some  of 
these  pollutants,  most  of  the  Commonwealth  continues  to  be  in  non- 
attainment  for  ground-level  ozone,  the  primary  component  of  smog. 
Ground-level  ozone  is  normally  a  summertime  problem.  Ozone  is  a 
gas  formed  when  volatile  organic  compounds  combine  with  nitrogen 
oxides  and  other  chemicals  and  react  in  sunlight.  It  can  cause  many 
health  problems,  such  as  coughing,  chest  discomtfort,  respiratory  tract 
and  eye  irritation.  Other  problems  include  impaired  pulmonary  func- 
tion in  children,  the  elderly  and  people  who  are  active  in  the  out- 
doors. Meeting  the  ozone  standard  means  protecting  the  health  of 
everyone.  For  Massachusetts,  meeting  the  national  air  quality  stan- 
dard for  ozone  must  be  accomplished  by  1999.

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MASSPIKE  WORKS  TO  PROTECT 
THE  ENVIRONMENT 


To  deliver  on  its  commitment  to  protect  the  environment,  MassPike  has  launched  several 
important  programs,  among  them  a  Pollution  Prevention  and  Resource  Conservation  (P2/ 
RC)  Plan  for  the  turnpike  and  its  facilities.  Developed  by  the  Authority  in  voluntary 
compliance  with  the  mandate  of  the  Massachusetts  Clean  State  Executive  Order 
#350,  this  significant  study  describes  many  environmental  programs  that  have  already 
been  established  within  the  administration,  operations,  and  maintenance  of  the  135-mlle 
turnpike  and  its  support  facilities.  Actual  operations  at  these  locations  range  from  typical 
office  management  functions  to  toll  collection,  snow  removal,  vehicle  maintenance,  hazard- 
ous spill  highway  response,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  existing  bridges,  and  mainte- 
nance of  road  surfaces  and  associated  lighting  and  equipment.  Additionally,  the  P2/RC  Plan 
identifies  other  areas  In  which  Improvements  can  be  made  to  further  MassPlke's  commit- 
ment to  effective  pollution  prevention  and  resource  management,  particularly  in  the  areas 
of  "green"  product  procurement,  material  and  toxic  use  reduction,  energy  and  water  conser- 
vation and  further  expansion  of  recycling  programs. 


For  many  years,  MassPike  has  dedicated 
significant  effort  to  an  aggressive  environ- 
mental assessment,  compliance  and  aware- 
ness program  to  ensure  our  operations  are 
undertaken  in  a  manner  consistent  with 
both  federal  and  state  environmental  laws. 
A  good  example  of  this  commitment  Is  the 
Turnpike's  underground  storage  tank  re- 
placement program  for  service  areas  and 
maintenance  depots.  Since  1990, 
MassPike  has  replaced  more  than  70 
underground  fuel  tanks  at  locations  from 
East  Boston  to  western  Massachusetts, 
significantly  reducing  the  risk  of  harm  to 
the  environment.  This  effort  was  accom- 
plished two  years  in  advance  of  regula- 
tory mandates.  In  addition,  MassPike  has 
implemented  a  fleet  of  emergency  response 
trailer  units  to  expedite  cleanup  in  the 
event  of  an  accident  or  spill.  These  units, 
operated  by  specially-trained  staff,  provide 
quick  response  to  emergency  situations, 
thus  minimizing  environmental  impacts. 


MASSPIKE  READY  TO  RESPOND  -  MassPike's  fleet  Of  emergency 
response  trailer  units  help  expedite  cleanup  in  the  event  of  a 
hazardous  accident  or  spill  along  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  and/ 
or  at  the  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels.  Operated  by  specially  trained 
staff,  these  units  minimize  environmental  impacts  by  responding 
quickly  to  emergency  situations.  There  are  currently  seven  trailers 
(one  at  each  MassPike  maintenance  depot)  along  the  turnpike  and 
an  emergency  response  van  located  for  use  in  the  event  of  a  spill  at 
the  tunnels  in  East  Boston. 


Much  of  the  Authority's  focus  has  been  in  those  areas  where  its  operations  may  have  the 
greatest  potential  Impact  -  or  benefit  -  upon  the  environment,  such  as  air  quality.  Signifi- 
cant traffic  management  initiatives,  including  a  highly  successful  car  pool  pass  program 
that  takes  cars  off  the  road  and  reduces  air  pollution,  plus  the  construction  of  park-and-ride

A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  CHAIRMAN 


With  spring  comes  a 
sense  of  renewal. 
There's  no  better  time 
of  the  year  to  reflect 
on  how  fragile  our 
environment  is  and 
how  important  it  is  to 
preserve  it  for  future 
generations.  There  must  be  a  balance  between 
the  often  competing  considerations  of  progress 
and  the  natural  environment.  Many  of  the 
practices  of  the  past  cannot  continue  in  the 
future  if  we  want  to  enjoy  a  clean  and  healthy 
environment. 

MassPike  is  a  leader  among  transportation 
agencies  in  protecting  the  environment  and 
conserving  the  natural  landscape.  Along  the 
turnpike,  MassPike  has  implemented  low-salt 
areas  to  protect  water  resources  from  road- 
way runoff.  Additionally,  MassPike  has  devel- 
oped an  award-winning  landscape  conserva- 
tion program  that  has  restored  endangered 
species  of  wildfLowers  and  preserved  the  var- 
ied ecology  along  the  turnpike  corridor.  In 
1993,  the  Authority  launched  an  alternative 
fuel  program  with  the  purchase  of  four  main- 
tenance vehicles  that  operate  on  compressed 
natural  gas,  a  clean-burning  fuel  that  produces 
very  low  amounts  of  emissions.  MassPike  has 
also  established  an  office  program  that  cur- 


rently recycles  approximately  90  percent  of 
white  paper,  and  MassPike  policy  requires  that 
recycled  paper  be  used  throughout  its  work 
locations  and  for  all  printed  materials.  Plus, 
our  highly  successful  car  pool  pass  program 
and  park-and-ride  lot  initiative  are  helping  re- 
move vehicles  from  the  roadway  that  pollute 
the  air  and  jeopardize  our  health  and  that  of 
the  earth's.  With  the  tremendous  amount  of 
construction  work  taking  place  in  downtown 
Boston  as  a  result  of  the  Central  Artery/Tun- 
nel Project,  taking  advantage  of  the  program 
and  its  many  benefits  can  truly  help  alleviate 
traffic  congestion  and  air  quality  problems. 
Ridesharing  is  a  smart  and  sensible  approach 
to  achieving  these  objectives. 

Without  compromising  public  safety  or  the 
high  quality  of  transportation  services, 
MassPike  is  committed  to  the  new  reality  of 
"corporate  environmentalism".

gestion  along  Route  128  from  Needliam  to  Lexington,  and  making  it  easier  and  safer  for  cars 
traveling  on  the  road  by  providing  alternative  services  and  information.  Funded  by  member 
companies,  the  Council  provides  a  means  for  these  lousinesses  to  work  together  to  improve 
accessibility  and  mobility  along  the  corridor. 

Among  its  many  services,  the  128  Council  operates  a  Commuter  Options  program  that  can 
provide  employers  with  all  the  information  they  need  on  alternative  commuting  options, 
including  car  pool  and  van  pool  matching,  bus  and  train  schedules  and  a  shuttle  service 
operated  by  the  Council  that  runs  from  the  Alewlfe  MBTA  station  to  the  Lexington/Waltham 
areas.  The  Council  also  runs  a  "Guaranteed  Bide  Home"  program  and  a  storm  control  center 
offering  travel  information  during  inclement  weather.        m  ^|Mk|| 

In  addition  to  providing  these  useful  commuter  services,  the  Rt.  128  Council  has  been  a 
major  promoter  of  many  roadway  improvement  projects  and  has  worked  closely  with  local 
transportation  officials  to  see  them  through  completion.  Some  of  those  projects  include  inter- 
section improvements  in  Waltham  and  the  Needham  Add-A-Lane  project  that  will  increase  the 
number  of  lanes  where  Route  128  meets  Route  9.  The  Council  also  works  extensively  with 
the  state  and  federal  government  on  highway  improvement  studies,  incident  msinagement 
and  intelligent  highway  systems  and  legislative  issues  that  impact  area  businesses  and  mo- 
torists. 


Originally  formed  by  member  companies  GTE,  Hewlett  Packard,  Polaroid  and  the  Nelson  Com- 
panies, current  membership  includes  over  20  area  employers,  including  BayBank  Middlesex, 
Newton-Wellesley  Hospital  and  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority,  among  others.  Today, 
the  Council  serves  approximately  20,000  commuters. 

The  128  Transportation  Council  is  a  wonderful  example  of  a  public/private  partnership  that 
works.  By  coordinating  traffic  reduction  and  management  options  and  by  creating  new  com- 
muting options,  the  Council  is  keeping  Route  128  moving.

Park-and-ride  lots  along  the  turnpike  corridor  are  an  important  component  of  MassPike's 
ongoing  traffic  mitigation  initiative.  To  encourage  ridesharing  and  thereby  reduce  traffic 
congestion  and  air  pollution,  MassPike  has  made  it  a  priority  to  provide  such  facilities  for  its 
patrons.  While  two  successful  lots  are  currently  in  operation,  commuter  demand  for  more 
spaces  led  to  a  site  search  by  MassPike  for  additional  park-and-ride  locations.  As  a  result  of 
this  effort,  a  number  of  other  potential  sites  along  the  turnpike  were  identified,  and  over  the 
next  four  years  MassPike  will  construct  new  facilities  that  will  provide  approximately  2,500 
additional  free  park-and-ride  spaces  for  ridesharers  throughout  the  length  of  the  turnpike 
corridor.  For  example,  in  March  1994  MassPike's  third  park-and-ride  facility  will  open  in 
Auburn,  adjacent  to  Interchange  10.  This  new  120-space  facility  will  complement  MassPike's 
two  other  active  lots:  a  150-space  lot  at  Interchange  1 1  in  the  town  of  Millbury  and  a  90- 
space  lot  located  on  Grafton  Street  (adjacent  to  Douglas  Drug)  in  the  city  of  Worcester.  Bus 
service  is  available  at  each  site  and  parking  is  free  of  charge  for  patrons  who  "share  the  ride" 
while  traveling  on  the  turnpike.  Later  in  1994,  additional  park-and-ride  locations  will  open 
in  West  Stockbridge,  Lee,  West  Springfield,  Ludlow  and  Pahner.  In  addition  to  the  increased 
number  of  spaces,  each  lot  wiU  have  designated  handicapped  parking  spots,  a  bike  rack  and 
a  covered  bus  shelter.  Provisions  are  also  being  made  to  have  commercial  bus  service  avail- 
able at  each  new  facility.

Conveniently  located  right  off  Interchange  8  on  Thorndike  Street, 
the  lot  features  37  free  parking  spaces  and  commuter  bus  service  for  motorists  traveling  on 
the  turnpike.  MassPike  strongly  encourages  ridesharing  as  a  great  way  to  save  money,  save 
energy  and  help  protect  the  environment.  Other  park-and-ride  facilities  are  currently  operat- 
ing in  Worcester,  Millbury,  Auburn  and  Framingham.  MassPike  plans  to  open  additional  lots 
over  the  next  several  years.

?  Answers  to  Commonly  Asked  Questions  ? 

O.  When  was  MassPike's  Carpool  Program  created  and  why? 

A.  MassPike's  Carpool  Program  is  celebrating  its  fifteenth  anniversary  ttiis  year.  Tlie  pro- 
gram was  started  in  1980  as  part  of  the  Authority's  traffic  management  program  aimed  at 
reducing  congestion  on  the  turnpike  and  easing  traffic  flow.  The  program  also  helps  to 
conserve  energy  and  reduces  the  amount  of  emissions  released  into  the  air.  MassPike's  goal 
is  to  reduce  the  number  of  automobiles  used  by  daily  commuters. 

Q.  Why  should  i  carpool? 

A.  There  are  a  number  of  good  reasons  to  carpool.  Carpools  save  money.  MassPike  esti- 
mates that  in  a  carpool  averaging  a  25 -mile  one-way  weekday  commute,  each  person  can 
save  thousands  of  dollars  in  tolls,  fuel  and  travel-related  costs  annually.  And  to  encour- 
age ridesharing,  MassPike  has  held  the  line  on  the  cost  of  carpools  and  vanpools.  Tolls 
for  qualified  ridesharing  vehicles  are  the  same  today  as  they  were  in  1980.  Also,  carpools 
reduce  traffic  on  the  roads.  Traffic  congestion  is  an  ever  growing  transportation  problem 
that  is  not  only  an  inconvenience  for  motorists,  but  is  also  harmful  to  the  environment. 

0.  What  exactly  is  a  carpool? 

A.  A  MassPike  carpool  is  three  or  more  people  commuting  by  car  or  van  any  day  of  the 
week,  any  time  of  the  day.  All  groups  of  riders  using  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  and/or  the 
Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels  are  eligible  to  participate.  Children  count,  too! 

0.  Why  is  MassPike's  Program  based  on  a  three-person  carpool  and  not  two? 

A.  Many  people  already  commute  with  one  other  person.  If  MassPike  was  to  allow  member- 
ship in  the  program  for  two-person  carpools,  the  financial  impact  would  be  too  severe.  The 
lost  revenue  would  jeopardize  the  necessary  work  MassPike  undertakes  to  maintain  the 
safety  and  reliability  of  the  turnpike,  turnpike  bridges  and  two  harbor  tunnels.  Also,  when 
three  people  share  the  ride,  harmful  smog-causing  emissions  are  reduced  by  70%  per  pas- 
senger mile — another  sensible  and  "environment-friendly"  reason  to  carpool  with  three. 

O.  How  does  the  program  work? 

A.  MassPike  has  eight  convenient  zones  for  carpool  pass  users  —  seven  zones  on  the  turn- 
pike and  an  eighth  zone  at  the  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels.  Pick  a  zone  that  best  suits 
your  commuting  needs.  Then  apply  for  a  carpool  pass.  You  will  pay  a  one-time  only  annual 
fee  of  either  $25,  $50  or  $75,  depending  on  which  zone  you  select  (see  chsirt  below).  That 
is  all  you  will  pay  for  the  year.

Zone  4  —  Exits  1-24      W.  Stockbridge  to  1-95  $75

On  March  1 ,  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority's  (MassPike)  Carpool  Pass  Pro- 
gram will  celebrate  its  15th  anniversary, 
marking  a  true  milestone  in  the  agency's 
efforts  to  enhance  traffic  management, 
protect  the  environment  and  provide 
high  quality  patron  services.

Q«  How  will  the  Central  Artery  Project  affect  Turnpike  motorists? 

Answered  by  Leonard  J.  Barbieri,  MassPike  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  for  Project  Management 

Completion  of  the  depressed  Central  Artery  and  Third  Harbor  Tunnel  project  will  allow  Turn- 
pike patrons  the  ability  to  drive  directly  to  Logan  Airport  and  Route  1A  directly  via  South 
Boston  and  Bird  island  Fiats  in  East  Boston.  The  Third  Harbor  TUnnel  will  double  the  cross 
harbor  capacity  from  Boston  to  East  Boston  from  four  (4)  lanes  to  eight  (8)  lanes,  thereby 
reducing  congestion  in  the  future.  Construction  has  been  underway  for  the  past  four  years 
and  will  continue  through  the  year  2004.  Patrons  on  the  turnpike  will  be  able  to  access  all 
Downtown,  East  Boston  and  South  Boston  destinations  during  the  construction  staging  period 
with  a  minimum  amount  of  disruption.

Q.  What  are  some  ways  to  ensure  a  safe  ride  while  traveling  on  the  Turnpike? 

Answered  by  Frank  P.  Baran,  Captain,  Commanding  Troop  E  Massachusetts  State  Police 

According  to  figures  supplied  by  the  National  Highway  Transportation  Board,  122  people 
are  killed  on  the  nation's  highways  every  day  Ten  times  that  number  are  seriously  in- 
jured. The  Massachusetts  Turnpike,  however,  has  been  consistently  rated  as  one  of  the 
safest  toll  highways  in  the  nation  by  agencies  such  as  the  International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and 
Turnpike  Association.  This  extraordinary  record  has  been  achieved  due  in  part  to  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  Troop  E,  MassPike's  Department  of  Patron 
Services,  and  the  Tolls,  Maintenance  and  Engineering  Divisions.  Together,  the  work  of 
these  departments  has  helped  achieve  lower  accident  rates  on  the  turnpike  over  the  years. 

MassPike  will  continue  to  keep  the  Turnpike  a  safe  highway  by  consistently  enforcing  mo- 
tor vehicle  laws  and  commercial  vehicle  laws,  and  by  increasing  its  services  to  the  pubhc. 
But  always,  and  particularly  in  the  midst  of  what  can  sometimes  be  potentially  dangerous 
winter  weather,  your  assistance  as  commuters  on  the  turnpike  is  always  helpful.  Listed 
below  is  a  checklist  of  important  safety  tips  that  will  ensure  your  travel  experience  on  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  is  a  safe  and  pleasant  one.  Driving  safely  requires  preparation.  By 
adhering  to  all  of  these  precautions,  you'll  assist  in  making  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  a 
safe  highway  for  everyone.  ,

"Know  the  Basic  Laws" 

•Watch  for  changes  in  speed  and  obey  posted  limits. 
•Adhere  to  informational  signs  designed  to  control  the 
smooth  and  efficient  operation  of  traffic. 

•  "The  fundamental  speed  law"  in  every  state  requires 
that  vehicles  be  driven  at  a  safe  and  reasonable  speed 
having  regard  for  the  condition  of  the  road  and  the 
density  of  the  traffic.  This  means  that  when  snow,  ice, 
heavy  rain,  fog  or  any  other  traveling  condition  exists 
which  makes  traveling  at  the  posted  speed  limit 
unsafe,  you  are  required  to  slow  down. 

•  Travel  with  a  safe  distance  between  your  vehicle  and 
the  vehicle  in  front  of  you.  Remember,  at  55  MPH, 
should  the  vehicle  in  front  of  you  slam  on  its  brakes, 
you  will  need  approximately  100  feet  to  stop  for  each 
second  which  passes  before  you  slam  on  yours.  The 
average  reaction  time  to  apply  brakes  is  1/2  - 1  second. 


Operator  Preparation 

•Do  not  drive  if  tired  or  drowsy. 
People  who  knowingly  drive  a  vehicle 
while  they  are  constantly  dozing  off  can  be 
held  criminally  responsible  for  any 
accident  in  which  they  are  involved  or 
"which  they  cause". 

•Refer  to  a  map  if  you  are  unfamiliar  with 
where  you  are  traveling  before  you  leave  - 
not  while  driving. 

•If  you  must  refer  to  a  map  while  driving, 
pull  off  the  road  and  stop  before  attempt- 
ing to  read  it.  Free  state  road  maps  are 
available  by  calling  MassPike  at  (617) 
848-2818. 

•Keep  toll  tickets  and  money  in  a  safe, 
convenient  and  easily  accessible  place. 
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Vehicle  Preparation 

•Check  proper  fluid  levels 
(gasoline,  antifreeze,  engine  and  trans- 
mission oil,  windshield  wipers  and  fluid), 

•Check  tire  treads  and  tire  air  pressure. 

•Have  a  good  spare  tire  in  vehicle. 

•Keep  tire  changing  equipment  in  vehicle. 

•Keep  windshields,  rear  windows  and  rear 
mirrors  as  clear  as  possible  at  all  times. 


If  You  Breakdown  or  Need  Police  Assistance 

•Use  the  extreme  right  lane  on  the  Turnpike  if  you  need  to  pull  over 
and  stop.  Always  use  directional  signals  and  stop  slowly  and  smoothly. 

•If  you  have  access  to  a  telephone,  call  1-800-525-5555  from  anywhere 
on  the  turnpike  to  reach  the  State  Police.  If  using  a  cellular  phone, 
dial  *SP  east  of  Interchange  8  or  *MSP  west  of  Interchange  8,  and  you 
will  be  connected  without  charge  to  the  State  Police. 

•Raising  the  hood  of  your  vehicle  and/or  displaying  a  white  flag  on  the 
roadside  door  handle  or  antenna  will  aid  in  getting  help  to  you 
quickly.

Getting  a  flat  tire  or  running  out  of  gas  while  traveling  can  be  a  very  lonely  and  frustrat- 
ing experience  —  if  you're  traveling  on  a  road  other  than  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike. 
MassPike's  Emergency  Service  Patrol  (ESP)  has  been  patrolling  the  turnpike  24  hours  a 
day,  365  days  a  year  since  1968  to  assist  motorists  who  experience  these  types  of  situa- 
tions in  a  quick,  efficient  and  friendly  manner.  Working  with  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police  Troop  E,  MassPike  ESP  personnel  attend  to  turnpike  patrons  to  change  flat  tires, 
provide  gasoline,  charge  a  battery,  and  to  remedy  any  other  minor  mechanical  problems. 
This  service  has  been  very  much  in  demand  over  the  years.  In  1994  alone,  ESP  trucks 
assisted  28,776  motorists  along  the  turnpike  from  West  Stockbridge  to  Boston.

CNG  vehicles  Approved  For  Expanded  use 

Since  the  last  edition  of  Pii(eNews  for  commuters,  there  have  been  some  significant 
developments  regarding  the  use  of  compressed  natural  gas  (CNG)  vehicles.  On  Janu- 
ary a,  1995,  MassPike  Chairman  Allan  R.  McKinnon  participated  in  a  signing  ceremony 
at  Boston  City  Hall  announcing  that  vehicles  fueled  by  CNG  may  now  travel  through 
Boston's  tunnels  and  underpasses.  The  agreement  will  allow  these  vehicles  to  travel 
through  MassPike's  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels  and  the  Prudential  Ttinnel  on  the 
Boston  Extension  of  the  Turnpike. 

The  announcement  followed  a  yearlong  technical  study  that  compared  the  hazards  of 
gasoline-fueled  vehicles  to  those  of  CNG-f ueled  vehicles  in  hypothetical  tunnel  mci- 
dents.  The  results  showed  that  all  of  Boston's  tunnels  and  underpasses  are  suffi- 
ciently ventilated  to  allow  the  use  of  CNG  vehicles.  The  study  is  especially  important 
to  Massachusetts  because  federal  mandates  require  the  state  to  adopt  a  Clean  Fuel 
Program  to  reduce  harmful  vehicle  emissions. 


The  CNG  Safety  Study  was  a  cooperative  effort  that  was  commissioned  and  endorsed 
by  the  Tunnels  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority,  the  Division  of  En- 
ergy Resources,  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  the  Executive  Office  of  Transportation 
and  construction,  the  Central  Artery/TUnnel  Project,  the  State  Fire  Marshall  and  the 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs. 


The  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  is  committed  to  helping  clean  the  air  and  pro- 
tect the  environment  and  has  already  converted  four  of  its  vehicles,  including  three 
maintenance  vans,  to  operate  on  CNG.

Finally,  I  just  wanted  to  briefly  mention  our 
1996  construction  schedule.  We  are  currently 
going  into  the  fourth  year  of  our  five-year, 
$500  million  accelerated  reconstruction,  im- 
provement and  modernization  program  and 
its  facilities.  This  is  a  responsible  and  compre- 
hensive program,  dedicated  primarily  to  pub- 
lic safety  and  providing  our  aging  highway 
with  a  second  life.  Our  progress  to  date  has 
been  outstanding.  Not  only  have  these 
projects  resulted  in  a  safer  and  more  efficient 
tranportation  system,  but  this  program  is 
ensuring  that  the  turnpike  and  our  facilities 
are  prepared  to  meet  the  traveling  public's 
needs  of  the  21st  century.

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MassPike  Announces  1996  Construction 

Schedule 

In  anticipation  of  the  start  of  another  successful  construction  season,  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  Chairman  Allan  R.  McKinnon  recently  announced  the  1996  project  schedule  for 
MassPike's  five-year  reconstruction,  improvement  and  modernization  program.  During  this 
year,  the  Authority  will  invest  nearly  $130  million  in  reconstruction  and  improvements  along 
the  135-mile  turnpike  corridor  and  in  its  facilities.  MassPike's  1996  turnpike  construction 
schedule  marks  the  fourth  year  of  its  five-year,  $500  million  accelerated  reconstruction,  im- 
provement and  modernization  program  for  the  turnpike  and  its  facilities. 

During  the  first  three  years  of  the  capital  investment  program,  MassPike  completed  the  recon- 
struction of  77  bridges,  and  repaved  56  miles  of  roadway  along  the  turnpike.  In  addition, 
MassPike  completed  the  installation  of  anti-missile  fencing  on  all  bridges,  completed  numerous 
rock  cut  projects  and  continued  the  installation  of  rumble  strips  along  the  turnpike  corridor. 
MassPike  enters  the  1996  construction  season  with  its  five-year  program  ahead  of  schedule  and 
on  budget. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  best  news  that  has  resulted  from  the  five-year  program  is  that  nearly  93% 
of  the  contracts  to  date  have  been  awarded  to  companies  in  the  Commonwealth,  putting  thou- 
sands of  Massachusetts  men  and  women  in  a  variety  of  construction  and  related  fields  to  work. 
MassPike  has  demonstrated  already  that  the  '90s  will  be  a  decade  of  rebuilding  and  economic 
opportunity  along  the  turnpike  corridor  and  we  will  continue  to  keep  this  pledge  as  we  embark 
on  this  next  year  of  reconstruction.  As  part  of  the  1996  construction  schedule,  20  bridge  decks 
will  be  reconstructed  or  rehabilitated,  13  miles  of  roadway  will  be  resurfaced,  11  service  areas 
will  be  renovated,  and  several  improvement  projects  on  support  facilities  will  be  completed. 

Under  MassPike's  accelerated  five-year  program,  $500  million  will  be  pumped  into  the 
economy  throughout  the  duration  of  the  program,  creating  thousands  of  jobs  in  and  out  of  the 
construction  industry.  Additionally,  the  program  calls  for  reconstructing  92  turnpike  bridges, 
resurfacing  66  miles  of  turnpike  roadway,  introducing  advanced  traffic  management  technolo- 
gies, implementing  innovative  environmental  protection /energy  conservation  programs,  and 
investing  millions  of  dollars  in  safety-related  programs  along  the  turnpike  corridor.  All 
projects  will  be  completed  without  any  state  or  federal  tax  dollars  and  without  increasing  tolls. 
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MassPike  Opens 
Ted  Williams  Tunnel

As  many  of  you  are  aware,  the  Ted  Williams  Tunnel  opened  on  December  15, 
1995.  This  third  harbor  tunnel  crossing  is  being  maintained  and  operated  by 
MassPike.  The  Ted  Williams  Tunnel  is  one  of  the  most  technically  sophisti- 
cated tunnels  in  the  world,  and  features  MassPike's  new  electronic  toll  collec- 
tion system.  As  a  result  of  MassPike's  acquisition  of  the  Tunnel,  we  had  the 
opportunity  to  hire  a  number  of  highly  skilled  employees.  MassPike  is  com- 
mitted to  ensuring  that  minorities  and  women  are  represented  at  all  levels  of 
our  organization,  and  has  an  established  affirmative  action  program  to  assist 
MassPike  in  this  goal.  The  Authority  used  the  acquistion  of  the  Tunnel  as  an 
opportunity  to  increase  the  representation  of  women  and  minorities  in  our 
work  force.  Through  outreach  efforts  to  many  community  organizations, 
MassPike  was  able  to  recruit  and  hire  a  large  number  of  underrepresented 
group  members. 

MassPike  hired  29  professional  and  technical  employees  as  a  result  of  the  new 
technological  and  engineering  demands  of  the  Ted  Williams  Tunnel. 
MassPike  is  pleased  to  report  that  48%  of  these  positions  were  filled  by 
women,  minorties  and  other  underrepresented  group  members.  MassPike  is 
proud  of  our  commitment  to  diversity  which  we  accomplish  by  ensuring  that 
all  qualified  persons  are  provided  with  the  opportunity  to  be  a  valued  mem- 
ber of  our  work  force. 
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
